There were four fewer deaths than in 1960. The number 
of cancer death remained at four, of these 2 were due to cancer of the 
Wing, both in males. 


There were no gde&ths fpmtuberculosis compared to one in 
the previous year. 


No new cases of pulmonary or non~pulmonary tuberculcsis 
were notified during the year. (In 1960 there were 4 pulmonary cases 
and 1 non=-pulmonary case). 


The only other infectious disease notified in 1961 was 
measels, of which there were 16 cases.

Slum Clearance. 


; Another year has elapsed snd the problem of clearing 
substandard housing accombodation had not improved. his is a formidable 

task ond whilst it ig anticipated that a number of: oroperties can be converted 
and isproved to provide dwellings of rvasnnable standards of fitness and 
amenities, other dwellings will have to be demolished and cleared, A vital 
link in the slum clearance camp2ign is the provision of new dwellings to 
re-house displaced families. Unfortunately cue to the extremely hich cost 

of building in the area, it is feared that rentals of new houses will prove 

to be a heavy drain on the family budget. 


Redevelopment Areas. 


The aquisition of properties in the Sarn Road Redevelopment 
Scheme commenced towards the latter end of the year, following lengthy 
negotiations with the owners. The scheme will entail demolition of some 
properties and the conversion and agaptation of dwellings to provide cight 
houses on completion. agvain it is feared that the high costs of the work 
proposed will reflect on the rentals, even having regard to the financial 
aid that will be forthcoming from national funds. Perhaps the Council will 
consider it equitable to apply the same principal the cost of improving their 
own properties cs is done to improvement srants paid to private owners and 
landlords and make a contribution from the general rate fund towards the 
cost of the scheme, 


The Council also decided to aquire Nos 1-11 Arren Road and 
1-5 f4rran Court and improve the propeties by conversion. It was unfortunate 
that the scheme could not be approved due to future road widening proposals but 
the Council are to be congratulated on not being deterred from purchasing the 
properties, which are of a sub-standard nature due mainly to disrepair and 
neglect. It is proposed to repair the houses to improve the lot of the tenants 
and demolish the properties when the road works proceed. At the same time, 
a block of flats will be erected on land available at the rear and the tenants 
will eventually be rehoused in satisfactory living units. 


Council House Building, 


Work was commenced on the erection of 18 flats on the Lombard 
Street Site. The scheme provides for 12 two bedromm flats and 6 one bedroom 
flats for old aze ‘persons. 


The Council have also under consideration the erection of 
_ dwellings on the Penycaeau site. 
swercrowcine There are no cases of legal overcrowding in the district. 


Private Housing Development, 


It was very encouraging to see the bigzest move in private 
development in the cistrict for 2 considerable nupber of years. 


Erection of eight houses was commenced on a site on Penycefn 
Road, site works on the Fronellt site was also commenced and which will 
accommodate approximately 10 houses. Approval was also given to erect fourteen 
dwellings on the Cader Road site. 


4 Police houses were also in course of erection at the end 
of the year. 


One private dwelling was completed curing the year. 
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Improvement Grants. 


There has been no great demand for either discretionary 
or standerd grants durin; the year and this is a matter that proves 
disappointing. The Council are prepared to encourage improvement of 
existing dwellings within the district. 

No applications were received during the year for discretionary srants. 


2 applications for standard grants were received and approved during 
the year. 


4 grant aided schemes were completed during the year. 


The total number of improvement schemes completed 
since the commencement of the Act now amounts to 23.

The Council employ direct labour for the caryying out 
of maintenance and repairs to Council Houses. Major works of repair 
are put out on contract. Contracts to render the external walls of 
16 houses were commenced during the year, 


REFUSE COLL#CTION iND DISPOSAL. 


The Council continued ta carry out 2 'twice weeklyt 
collection of refuse during the year and most Cwellings in the district. 
enjoy this service, 


The Coedffriddarw tip is still being used for the 
disposal of house and trade refuse and there is still adequate tipping 
space available. 


When the time is opportune it would be adviscable 
for the Council to consider securing a new site for refuse disposal and 
in particular to obtain «= site where proper controlled tipping 
operations can be carried out. 


STREHT CLEANSING. 


Cleansing of trunk roads and classified roads is 
carried out by the County Highways Authority, whilst the unclassified 
roads ate attended by this authority. Every opportunity is taken to 
remind the public of the necessity to keep the town "litter free" and 
litter bins have been provided in various parts of the tom. The Council 
have also adopted a byelaw for the prevention of fouling of footways by 
dogse 
* PUBLIC CONVENTENEES. 


Conveniences are provided for both sexes at the Cae 
Marian Park and also at the Free Library. The Council have under 
consiceration the provision of additional convenmces in the town, 
but as yet have not been able to secure a suitable site. 


& male and female partime daily attendants are 
employed to clean the Publit Conveninces. Paper hand towel machines 
have been installed in the convenincese 
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There has been no change in the system during the year 
and the sewer discharges into the sea outfall. 


The Council extended the public sewer to provide for 
development in the Penycefn area. 


It was decided to extend the public sewer to the Penybanc 
area inorder to provide facilities for 3 houses to be connected, and thus 
abolish the present pail closets. 


The sewers were regularly inspected and flushed constantly. 
Test baiting for rodent infestation was carried out during the year. 


It is considered that the time is opportune for the 
Council to consider connecting properties in the Maescaled area to the 
public sewer. 


FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 
MEAT AND FOOD INSPZCTION .ND FOOD HYGIGNE. 


The private slaughterhouse in Arran Road was in 
regular use throughout the year and it is anticipated the premises will 
comply fully with the Regulations in the near future. Improved 
arrangements were secured for the disposal of waste products by frequent and 
regular collections during the 'peak kill' period. 


Meat derived from animals slaughtered on the 
premises is supplied to a large area of the surrounding districts, and there 
is a steady increase in the grosstotal of animals slughtered. 


The high quality of the home produced meat was again 
very evident.

The condition of the trunk main and sections of the 
distributing mains do give rise to anxicty and it is hcped that the 
Mawddach Joint Water Committee will soon be in a position to proceed with the 
comprehensive scheme to provide a supply of water satisfactory in all 
respects to meet the demands of the entire district. 


Samples of the supply were taken from consumer 
taps in the town and submitted for bacteri>clogical examination. The samples 
were reported to be satisfactory.
